MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Aug. 18 (delayed 
jg transmission).—Four hundred and thirty 
members of the federal garrison at Leon were 
sacred by insurgents last night. The 
gaughter followed a battle and the surrender 

. @f the federal force. 

On Friday news was received by the gov- 
q@nment that the Liberals at Leon had risen 
ip revolt, and Gen. Chamorro dispatched 
troops to suppress the movement and rein- 
force the garrison of the city. 

The government troops, on reaching Leon, 
camped on the plaza in the center of the 
town. The insurgents, who greatly out- 
pumbered the government force, attacked the 
city Saturday, and, after a flerce engagement, 
the garrison surrendered. 

The prisoners were slaughtered. Out ofa 
force of 500, all were killed except seventy. 


Gen. Mena Heads Rebels. 

Following the repulse of the insurgents 
last Wednesday night, after a four days’ 
battle at Managua, in which the American 
Marines and blue jackets from the gunboat 
Annapolis and. from Panama played a prom- 
ment part as defenders of the capital, the 
Wurgents retired ostensibly to their head- | 


@uarters at Many 


It wes learned by the government on Thurs- 
day, however, that the insurgents had sent 
Arge quantities of arms and ammunition 
from’, Masaya to Leon through the mountain 
passes and that the rebels were concentrat- 
ing their forces at the northern town. 

It also became known that Gen. Mena, the 
deposed secretary of war and leader of the 
insurrection, had gone to Leon to direct the 
operations of his men. 


All Communication Cut Off. 

Lieut. Edward H. Conger of the American 
marine battalion now stationed in Managua 
returned to the capital this afternoon from 
Masaya, where he went to confer with Gen. 
Mena. The lieutenant after a consultation 
with the Nicaraguan officials, went back 
to Masaya. 

Communication between Managua and the 
dutside world by way of Corinto, on the 
Pacific side of Nicaragua, has been cut since 
Friday. The severance of communication 
Was caused by the uprising that day at Leon. 


MAY LAND MORE: MARINES. 

Washington. D. C., Aug. 20.—More Ameri- 
@an bluejackets and marines probably will 
be landed on Nicaraguan soil to assure the 
talety of American life and property there. 

Por the present, Managua, the capital, with 
the American railroad station, steamboat 
Wharves, legation, and the residences of the 
American customs offlelals and many others, 
ig considered safe. 

American iMnister Weitzel, however, after 
Contultation with Col. Smedley D. Butler, 
Who is in command of the American marine 
forces in Managua, has informed this gov- 
ernment of the report that Gen. Zeledon, one 
of the rebel leaders, has promised his men 
that they may sack and pillage the capital. 
Minister Weitzel therefose thinks there is 
grave apprehension of a clash between the 
American forces and the rebels. 


Flag of Truce Ignored. 

It is reported that when Minister Weitzel 
underto Ok to communigate directly with 
Gen. Mena supposedly the head of the revo- 
lutionary movement, his messenger, Lieut. 
E. H. Conger, though traveling under a flag 
of truce was arbitrarily detained by Gen. 
Zeledon at Masaya. Upon learning of his 
detention the American minister dispatched 
note of protest to Gen. Zeledon by a special 
gation messenger, and on Sunday might 
Lieut. Conger retürned safely to Managua 
after having delivered Mr. Weitsel's note to 
Gen. Mena. : 

The rebellious mcvement appears to have 
extended to the gulf coast of Nicaragua, and 
OWing to many incendiary attempts to de- 
roy the town, Commancer Edward H. Du- 
rell ot the gunboat Tacoma landed fifty-four 
ot his officers and sailors to police the town.

The prospect of traction peace brightened 
perceptibly yesterday at the end ofa full day 
of direct negotiations in which Mayor Har- 
rison, the heads of the surface lines, and the 
representatives of the employés participated. 

The disputants under tlie mayor's guidance 
reached a tentative compromise on one of the 
principal points of difference, the “ straight 
run.“ The employés demanded that certain 
of the runs requiring nine hours’ actual 
work be completed within a maximum of 
eleven hours. The companies held out for 
some time against reducing the maximum 
to this point. 

The exact terms of the compromise were 
not announced, as the compromise is tenta- 


tive at best, contingent on a eatisfactory 


agreement on other differences, The contig- 
gency of the approval of the employés as a 
body is less worrisome, as there appears no 
reason for doubting they will approve 9 
work of their committee.

The vote, as expected, was over- 
whelmiftigly for placing full power to call « 
strike in the hands of the central cémmit- 
tee, 2,821 to 74, or over 380 to 1. This puts dil.

authority to the committee,

Farmers Form League for Better- 
ment of Mississippi River. 


SEEK AID FROM CONGRESS.

Want Board to Help States Gain 
Needed Data on Overflows. 


Farmers of central: Illinois, gathered yes- 
terday in Chicago, urgec conggess to devise 
means to control the Mississippi river and to 
make efforts to abate oerflows such as re- 
cently devastated thousands of acres of Mis- 
valley lands. 

The organization of the Missiseippl Valley 
Improvement Association of Illinois as a pre- | 
liminary method of prevailing on congress- 
men to enact such legislation was effected. 
It is proposed to have similar organizations 
inaugurated in thirty other states affected by 
the Mississippi rive: or its tributaries. 

More than a hundred farmers met at Hotel 
La Salle to perfect the association. 


Farmers Near Champaign. 

The charter members of the orgzenization 
are principally farmers:near Champaign, III., 
whose interest in the proposed organization 
was aroused by recent floods that Cestroyed 
millions of dollars worth of agricultural 
property. 

The league wants the house of representa- 
ties to Create a commission to study condi- 
tions of the Mississippi river valley lands and 
to cobperate with the various states in pro- 
curing information that will lead to preven- 
tion of floods, 


Here’s Part of Appeal. 

Resolutions urging congregs to act in ac- 
cordance With the plans were adopted before 
adjournment of the convention. In the reso- 
lutions of appeal to the federal government 
is the followmg: 

It is the opinion of the members of this 
association here assembled that the govern- 
ment of the United States, through its con- 
gress, should promptly and energetically as- 
t ume control of the entire problem of the 
prevention of overfiows on the lower Missjs- 
sippi. river, and by gravity drainage reclaim 
the rich lands subject to overflow, and this on 
plans broad and comprehensive enough to 
make the lands available for the production 
of food for the millions of people they are 
capable of supporting.”

Talks were made by Henry Allen 
Boyd of Nashville, editor of the Globe; Ros- 
coe Conkling Sfimmons of New York: Km- 
mett J. Scott of Tuskegee inei{tute, editor 
of the Tuskegee Student, and R. W. Thomp- 
son of Washington, D. C. 


One Thousand Delegates.

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ASKS GIRL OF AUTO TRAGEDY 


Coroner Hears Carlotta Noble’s 
Story and Gives Up Hope. 


FAILS TO INVOLVE CUNEO. 


Hoffman Says He Is Ready to Drop 
Bohn Inquiry Again. 


Coroner Hoffman yesterday’ heard some 
evidence bearing on the. killing of John J. 
Bohn, editor of the Hotel World, by an auto- 
moblie a year ago in Sheridan road. 

Miss Carlotta Noble was the witness ques- 
tioned by the coroner and after he talked 
with her at lenath he decided she had no 
evidence to give which would warrant him in 
preferring charges against the Frank Cuneo 
family in connection with Mr. Bohn's death. 

Miss Noble, who is suing Columbus Cuneo 
for $50,000, alleging breach of promiee, told 
the coroner Jack, as she called bim, was 
much worried at the time of the accident. 

„ Was that because he killed Mr. Bohn!“ 
the coroner asked. Mies Noble sald she did 
not know. 


Coroner Tells Girl’s Testimony. 

According to the coroner Miss Noble said | 
that at no time had Jack told her that 
either he or any member of the Cuneo family ) 
was responsible for the death of Mr. Bohn. 

Mr. Cuneo had said, however, according 
tc Miss Noble, that his father had plenty 
of money and could get the a out of 
any kind of trouble. 

The coroner asked the witness if Mr. Cuneo 
meant by this that he was responsible for 
the accident, and she said she did not know. 

The young woman was asked further if she 
thought the coroner ought to charge any 
member of the Cuneo family with the acci- 
dent, and she replied she did not have any 
proof that would warrant It. 

Folice Capt. Cudmore was present 3 
Mies Noble testified, but newspaper men 
were excluded. 

According to the coroner, Miss Noble ad- 
mitted she is 20 years old. He asked her why 
she told the assistant sta‘e’s attorney in the 
Court of Domestic Relations that she was 18. 
The girl said she would rather not answer.

CHANGES IN CUSTOMS SERVICE. 


Employes at Chicago Will Get 620, 
000 Raise; Reorganization at 
Fourteen Ports. 


Washington, D. C, Aug. 20.—Secretary Mac- 
Veagh today. reorganized the customs service 
at Chicago, Detroit, Milwaukee, and eleven 
other ports. Employés at Chicago will re- 
ceive a net aggregate increase in pay of $26,- 


000. 

Those believed to be deserving were pro- 
moted and the less efficient reduced. The net 
increases at Detroit and Milwauke amount to 
$2,000 for each port. The reorganization af- 
fected the following ports, where the net in- 
creases were small:

MeDonough went to Belmont’s saloon early 
in the morning and waited until afternoon, 
when Belmont returned from the Cicero avia- 
tlon field. The two went into the wineroom 
for a short conference. Five minutes later 
John Riggins, a negro porter, heard five shots 
fired. He ran into the wineroom and- saw 
McDonqugh rtanding over Belmont's body 
with a smoking revolver in his hand. 


Porter Fires at the Slayer. 
McDonough almed the revolver at Rige 
gins and the latter went back of the bar. 
He took Belmont’s revolver from a drawer 
and fired three shots at McDonough as he 


ran toward a rear door. 


McDonough halted only when two fingers 
were shot off his left hand by Riggins, whe 
then guarded him until the arrival of the 
police. 

Belmont was dead before Riggins stopped 
McDonough’s escape. The five shots struck 
him in the chest and two pierced his heart. 


McDonough Talks of the Shooting. 

McDonough admitted to Capt. Barney Baer 
that he had killed Belmont. He said the 
latter had defrauded him by dissolving their 
partnership in the South Halsted street sa- 
loon and inducing patrons to go to his new 
place in South Forty-eighth avenue. The 
slayer declared he had lost $1,400 since the 
dissolution of partnership.. 

Belmont was married and had eight chil- 
dren. He lived over his saloon. McDonough 
also is married, and has two children.

It was predicted that many men who were 
endeavoring to stay on the fence would be 
forced by the fear of being finally put out- 
side of the breastworks and thus deprived 
of campaign funds # attend the reception 
and the result would be a crush, a tremen- 
dous jollification and influential gains to 
the Taft ranks. 


Motion Pictures a Fizzle. 


Then to make the occasion of historic value 


and of use in the campaign the idea was de- 
veloped to the extent of installing a motion 
picture machine, which would grind out long 
strings of films showing unbounded enthu- 
tiasm for the president. 

Only four states, Maryland, Montana, 
Rhode Island,. and Utah, were represented 
by their full Republican strength. That is 
to say, one Republican from each of these 
states shook Mr. Hilles’ hand and wished 
him good luck in the campaign.

Col. Roosevelt has stated that he never heard 
of such a contribution, and that he expressly 
instructed Cortelyou not to accept any eam- 
peign subscriptions from the oll trust.

Much for Penrose to Explain. 

It is conceded by those most interested 
that thé published correspondence on the face 
of it leaves a good deal for the Pennsy!vania 
senator to explain. In addition to the evi- 
dence of the $25,000 remittance from Arch- 
bold, there are letters indicating that Penrose 
had a hand in stacking the membership of 
the industrial commission and in procuring 
the resultant whitewash of the Standard Oll 
company. Then before the report of the com- 
mission was submitted to congress Penrose, 
it Is alleged, sent a copy of it to Archbold. 

Penrose received a letter from Archbold, 
thanking him for the advance copy of the 
report and stating that it was satisfactory 
to the oll trust. It was following this inci- 
dent that Archbold remitted the $25,000. 

Senator Penrose, expects that as the result 
of his statement the committee on campaign 
contributions, which’ is now conducting an 
investigation, will be obliged to make an in- 
quiry into the facts disclosed by him.

Seckel Pear Preserves. 


HE Seckel pear is one of the sweetest 
and daintiest of fruite put up whole 
for the preserving can. This pear, al- 
though so sweet, is most agreeable 
when put up in a sweet, heavy sirup 

baving the proportion of four parts sugar to 
‘one of water. Cook it in this sirup until * is 
tender and nearly transparent, pack in jars, 
and pour the sirup through a strainer over 
it. Both fruit and sirup will be almost as 
clear as water. 

The preserved Seckel pear, being so small, 
lends itself to al) sorts of decorative effects 
in d<sserts most readily. It is pretty as the 
center of a fine compote, or it may be used for 
a garnishing wreath. A dish of rice and pear 
is delicious, the sirup being used for @ sauce. 


~~ 

The Seckel pear, though smaft, baked slow- 
ly like the old fashioned iron pear,” is quite 
Gelictous. Larger pears, soft and sweet ones, 
are sometimes baked first, then etewed in a 
thin sirup, 

The Seckel pear makes an excellem sweet 
pickle if one cares to use it in that way., It 
ge ms so much more worth while to put the 
dainty thing up in sirup that someof us would 
never use it for this, but tastes differ. 

All sorts of stewed and preserved pears 
are so highly excellent quite plain that it 
seems almost a pity to torture the pear, as 
it were, by combining it with creams and 
flavors, and yet there is deliciousness about 
a pear garnish that justifies its use with 
almost any frozen cream. 

To Preserve Pears (old method)—Take 


small rich pears and boll them gently in 
water until they will yield to the pressure 
of the finger. They must not be soft, or they 
will not preserve well. Take them out when 
a little boiled, let them cool, and pare them 
neatly, leaving a little of the stem on, as 
well as the blossom end. Make a sirup of a |} 
pound of sugar to a pound of fruit and, when | 
it is boiling hot, pour it on the pears. Next } 
day boil them in the sirup till clear and 
bottle them for use.

The flesh is melt- 
ing. juicy, and most exquisitely and de-

CHINA FACING NEW MENACE 
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Uprising Threatens Because of | 
Silence on Exeeutions. 


YUAN DEFIES THE ASSEMBLY | 


Friends of Dr. Sun Urge Him to 
Avoid Chanee of Murder. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 
PBHKING, Aug. 21.—President Yuan 8h 
Kat's refusal to permit members of the cabi- 
net to attend the sitting of the national as- 
sembly, or to explain the causes which led 
to the death of Gen. Chang Chen Wu, brings 
tears that civil war again is imminent. . 
Gen. Chang was executed recently, to- 
gether with Gen. Feng Wei. Both of these 
men were members of Dr. Sun Yet Sen's 
party. 
The assembly demanded that the premier 
and war minister appear tomorrow. In his 
refusal President Yuan says that obedience 
to this order would “ endanger the safety of 
the army.“ 
The army is displeased with the govern- 
ment’s action, and many officers in the prov- 
ince of Huben already have resigned as @ 
protest against the execution of Gen. Chang 
Chen Wu. 

Proof of Guilt Claimed. 
The goyernmem claims to have pnoof of 
the guilt of the executed generals. Gen. 
Chang Chen Wu was looked upon by the gov- 
ernment as belonging to the type of polit- 
ical assassins who had been produced in the 
course of the various Chinese revolutions, 
Numerous telegrams have been sent to 
Chi-Fu by friends of Dr. Sun Tat Sen advis- 
ing him not to continue his journey to Peking, 
begun yesterday, fearing his murder. 
Heavy firing is reported to have been going 
on at Wu Chang, capital of the province of 
Hupeh, opposite Hankow, since daybreak on 
Tuesday. 

Chinese Pirates Seize Island, | 
HONGKONG, China, Aug. 20.—A desper- 
ate attack was made last night by a large 
body of pirates on the island of Cheungchow, 
forming part of the British colony of Hong- 
kong and used as a missionary eanitarium. 
Late in the evening a launch towing a 
large Chinese junk with a hundred pirates on 
board arrived off the island. The pirates 
landed and attacked the smal! police force. 
After killing an Indian police sergeant and 
two other policemen, they proceeded to loot 
the houtzes of the inhabitants, who number 
about 2,700. They secured $10,000. 

The pirates then kidnaped the government 
collector of taxes and threatened to carry 
off a number of wealthy Chinese, who ran- 
somed themselves. The European inhabi- 
tants escaped unscathed.
